London. Oct. 22.— While the troops 
of the allied Balkan states alc con­ 
verging 
on 
Adrianople, 
it 
becam e 
known here th at Turkey in her final 
effort to ward off a blow from Greene, 
offered two concessions, which were 
tor years the main bone of contention 
between those two countries. 
These were the annexation of the 
Island of Crete to Greece aud the con­ 
nection ol the Greek and Turkish rail­ 
way systems. 
To these Importunities and offers 
by Turkey, however, Greece turned a 
deal ear and flatly refused point blank 
to accept any suggestions that T u rle y 
might make. 
T hree and perhaps four big battles 
probably will be begun within a tow 
days It not in a few hours, on the te r­ 
ritory of European Turkey. The arm ies 
of the Balkan allies have now crossed

towns, falling back slowly onto their 
strongly entrenched positions, prepar­ 
atory to giving battle there.
